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JERSEY STATE HIGHWAY DEPA 


CONSTRUCTION FUNDS 


As a result of bookkeeping requirements, records on the 1962_63 
fiscal year begin as of July 20. From that date through the 
end of May, the New Jersey Highway Department obligated 

$89, 229,066.03 to various highway construction projects. 

During the same period, the cash expenditures amounted to 


$83 ,880,639025. 


As of the end of May, our outstanding obligations amounted to 
approximately $168,000,000 of which more than $8,000,000 was 
tied up in construction contracts; more than $59,000,000 in 
purchase of right of way; more than $13,000,000 in preliminary 
engineering; almost $6,000,000 in relocation of public utilities; 
and the balance in such matters as construction engineering 

and dorganteelon of roads and bridges by agreement with local 


governing bodies. 


It is interesting to note that the reports we are required 

to furnish to the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads indicate 4 
diveratee of highway user revenues to other than highway 
purposes of approximately $78.6 million for calendar 1962. 

This is based on total income during the calendar year of 
approximately $271 million, including $123.7 million in gasoline 
taxes, $65.9 million in motor vehicle fees, $75 million from 
the Federal Government, and between $3 and $h million from 


other highway sources such as the Port of New York Authority.

Against this we have total expenditures of $176.l) million and 

a net increase in the amount available for projects not yet 

put under contract of approximately $16 million. In preparing 
this report the Highway Department is credited with $6.7 million 
spent on law enforcement and more than $3 million on other 
purposes such as commerce and navigation, and the retirement 

of State Highway improvement bonds which were issued many 

years ago and from which we receive no current benefits. The 
detailed figures for all other States on income and expenditures 
will be published by the Bureau of Public Roads later and, of 


course, New Jersey's figures will be included in the table. 


The expenditure of $176.l; million with which we were credited 

in 1962 included $11) million on highway construction. The 

fact that more than $90 million of this went into municipal extensions 
of our State highways is indicative of the highly urbanized 


nature of the State. 
HISTORIC OBJECTS 


A question which has troubled the Department for some time is 
the proper disposition of historic objects which are acquired 
in the process of obtaining right-of-way for future highway 


construction. One such problem again came to light recently when we 
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HISTORIC OBJECTS, cont'd. 


were requested by the Montville Tercentenary Committee to 

make available to the local historic museum some woodwork 

and hardware from a historic, 200-year old house which had 

been purchased as part of the right-of-way acquisition on 
Interstate Route 80. According to legal precedent and opinion, 
the State Highway Commissioner has no right to dispose of 

such property except at public auction. It seemed, however, 

‘that some of this material might be lost if the property were 

_ Gisposed of in the normal manner. In other words, a contractor 
might have purchased the building in routine fashion and the 
material in which the museum was interested might have been 
destroyed in the process of moving or demolishing the structure. 
On the other hand, the historic material could have found its 

way into private hands. Bearing in mind the public interest 
involved, it was determined that it would be proper for the 
Highway Commissioner to retain ownership of individual item, 
including any woodwork and hardware which might have a partimlarly 
historic significance, to remove such objects from the building 
itself and to place them in the museum as re loan from the State 

of New Jersey. In this manner the State retains normal control 
over everything that was purchased furing the dght-of-way 
acquisition. Legislation authorising the State Highway Commissioner 
to turn such material over to the State Museum might be considered 
a more permanent solution. The State Museum could then place the 


material on loan at various locations around the State, 
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ENGINEERING COMPUTER 


As new programs for utilizing our engineering computer are 
developed, thay continue to open up additional possibilities 
for increasing the output of the Department. For example, 

a program was recently developed to provide a computer method 
of analyzing slope stability. This was checked out by the 
Soils Bureau and computer results checked to within a few 
hundredths with manual computations. As a result the Soils 
Bureau has agreed to use the program, thus enabling them to 
investigate a very large number of embankments of questionable 
stability and saving a considerable amount of engineering time 


in the process, 


Attention is being focused on training members of the Department's 
engineering staff in the use of the computer so as to build up 
utilization on the basis of reports from the field. A two-day 
training course was conducted early in June on the use of the 


computer to develop design geometrics. 


During the summer, using equipment made available by the Federal 
Government for the purpose of testing our programs, the pos sibility 


of computer plotting from aerial photographs will be investigated. 


TRAFFIC VOLUMES 


A map of the State Highway System showing 1962 traffic volumes 


has been completed and will be printed shortly. It shows some 
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TRAFFIC VOLUMES, cont'd. 


startling increases in North Jersey since the last map, based 
on 1960 volumes, was drafted. A report from our Bureau of 
Planning and Traffic indicates that future traffic volumes 


will continue to increase at a dizzying pace. 


The 1963 Statewide total amounted to some 30 billion vehicle 
miles. This is the volume which has developed in the past 

60 years since about 1900 when there was virtually no motor vehicle 
traffic whatsoever. However, it will double in the next 20 
years. Then, the 1983 volume of about 60 billion vehicle miles 
will acanre again in the next 20 years after that, bringing us 
up to about 120 billion vehicle miles by the year 2003. Sixty 
years from now there will be eight times as much traffic within 
the State of New Jersey as at present. Some of the roads in 
Sussex County will have traffic volumes equal to the present 
volumes in the Holland Tunnel, the Pulaski Skyway, Route U.S. 1 
at Elizabeth, Route ) at Englewood, Route U.S. 6 in Fort Lee, 
or Route U.S. 22 in Mountainside. Some of the roads in Cape 
May County will have traffic volumes equal to the volumes on 
Route U.S. 130 in Camden, Route 70 in Camden County, and twice 


as much as exists presently on the Absecon Boulevard. 


If these forecasts seem startling, it should be remembered 


that when 1963 volumes were estimated 30 years ago, no one

believed them. Future traffic growth is a barometer of our 
economic status. These estimates indicate that in order to 
keep pace with future traffic demand we must exert an effort 
to provide highway and other transportation improvements 
during the next 20 years equal to all that was expended in 


the past 60 years. 
OTATE HIGHWAY MAPS 


The demand from many parts of the country for copies of our 
1962 Official State Highway Map and Guide shows no signs of 
Slackening. We orginally procured slightly in excess of 
200,000 copies of this map. The supply is now down to 
approximately 15,000, but an order for an additional 25,000 
copies has been placed which it is estimated will carry us 
through to the beginning of 196). A complete list of the 
requests received during the month is attached to this report. 
It indicates that we distributed some 4,600 copies of the map. 
This was accomplished by limiting the number that we sent out 
in most cases to about half of what had been requested. Plans 
are under way for preparation of a 196) map and guide which 
will be tied in with the Tercentenary celebration and the 


New York World's Fair.

RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS 


Activation of the Highway Department's Relocation Services, which 
were inaugurated in October, 196%, was accomplished through the 
assignment of Relocation Services to the Property Section of the 


Division of Right of Way Acquisition and Titles. 


This section is responsible for improved properties until their 

final disposition by sale or demolition. Its personnel are in 
frequent personal contact with owners and tenants concerning matters 
of vacating the premises and the completion of possession certificates 
which are required as a prerequisite to final property payments. 

These operations appeared readily adaptable to include Relocation 


Services and Payments. 


To provide for the additional responsibilities necessitated by 
the assignment of Relocation Services to the Property Section, it 
was enlarged to contain an Improvement Office and a Relocation 
Office both operating under the coordinating jurisdiction of the 


Property Section Supervisor. 


To insure a clear understanding of the details of our procedures, 
written instructions were prepared entitled "Operational Guide 
Lines for Relocation Advisory Service and Reimbursement of Moving 
Costs". The Guide Lines basically follow the Federal Policies 


and Procedures. 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS, cont'd. 


The seven steps which formulate the basis of our relocation services 


are as follows: 


1. 


2. 


Public Notices 

At all official "Alignment Hearings" a right of way 
representative is present and makes an announcement 
informing the public of the Relocation Services now 
available under the new laws. 

Relocation Cost Estimates 

The firm and sound right of way parcel estimates necessary 
in processing plans for Project Approval include by 
separate items, an estimate of the costs of providing 
relocation payments and of the number and category of 


eligibles on the subject project. 


This additional estimate accompanys submission of the project 
to the State Highway Commissioner with a request for authority 
to make relocation payments as incidental expenditures 

when they become State obligations. By this process it 

is not necessary for the Commissioner to approve an individual 


action for payment to each individual owner and tent. 


3. Written Notices to Eligibles 


Following Project Approval and prior to the institution 
of negotiations, written notices that the Advisory Service 
and Relocation Payment Services are available are mailed to 


all eligible persons, families and businesses. 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS, cont'd. 


kh. Data and Agency Surveys 
Immediately following Stage 2, approval of any Project on 


which eligible families will be displaced, the Advisory 
Data records are reviewed to determine whether any 

further information will be necessary so as to enable the 
State to provides positive and effective Advisory Assistnace 


when it is required. 


If deemed necessary, new surveys are made of Public 
Agencies, The Citizens Advisory Committee, Real Estate Board 
Liaison Representatives and any other public organization 
which could render assistance or services on the subject 
project. 

5. Application Notices 
Upon approval by the State Highway Commissioner of an agreee= 
ment to convey, or of the granting of authority to institute 
condemation, applications are automatically forwarded to 
all eligible owners and tenants. | 

6. Advisory Assistance 
Requests received from families for Advisory Relocation 
Services are processed by comparing the applicants’ stated 
requirements with the survey data that has been assembled 
to determine which agency or Seliivats on can best serve 
their immediate needs. As soon as possible thereafter, arrange- 
ments are made to place the applicants in contact with the 


appropriate organizations or agencies. 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS cont'd, 
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Te Relocation Payments 
Applicants for relocation payments submit two moving estimates, 


These are field checked by the State and if in order, the 
applicant is notified in writing to proceed on the basis of 
the lowest approved estimate and is furnished a State voucher 


form and moving certificate, 


Upon completion of his move, the applicant forwards to the 
State his mover's paid bill, the State voucher and the executed 


certification form so that repayment to him may be authorized. 


By means of this procedure, an effective relocation services 
operation has resulted. It should be noted that the entire 
process has been made as simple as possible for those the 


programs are intended to benefit. 


Eligible owners and tenants become aware of the details and avail- 
ability of relocation services through the public hearings and 
later by personal written notice. Then they automatically receive 
applications from the Highway Department at the proper time those 
requesting Relocation Advisory Assistance receive from the State 
names of agencies and organizations best qualified to provide the 
aid required, Follow-up assistance is provided to insure that 


the program produces the desired result. 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOGATTON PAYMENTS, cont'd. 
The procedure for obtaining relocation payments is very similar. 
Upon receiving their application notices from the Highway Departe 
ment, the home owners, tenant or business, sends in two estimates 
made by moving firms, engages the firm designated by the Highway 
Department, then sends in a certificate form and the mover's paid 
bill after the move is completed so that repayments can be made, 
Alternate provisions provide options for direct payment to the 
mover, or for repayment to persons who elect to move on a "do-ite 


yourself" basis, 


Since October 29, 1962, the New Jersey State Highway Department 
has contacted eleven hundred and six owners and tenants, describing 


the services offered and the Department's procedures. 


The Department mailed three hundred and forty-eight tenant 
Relocation Letters to tenants and owners of improved 

properties on which agreement or condemnation negotiations had 
been completed. As a result of these letters, the Department 
received seventy-six applications requesting advisory services 
Moving estimates were received from one hundred and twelve eligible 


persons. Altogether, this represented a 5.69 per cent response. 


To date, forty-eight moving vouchers have been coded, posted, 
investigated, processed and forwarded to the Comptroller's 


Office for payment to the relocated family or business, or to 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS, cont'd. 


the mover direct. The breakdown of the forty-eight approved vouchers 
represents forty-one tenant families at a cost of $4,366.18 and 
seven business establishments at a cost of $8,921.75 making a 


grand total of $13,287.93. 


Of the remaining sixty-four moving estimates received, approxi- 
mately six have been returned for ineligibility due to having 
moved prior to agreement or condemnation proceedings, or because 
the tenants had not been residents for sixty days prior to notice 
to the owner of record by the Highway Department that the property 
was to be acquired. Approximately fifty-eight moving estimates 
are presently being processed and investigated preparatory to 
presentation to Comptroller for payment if found to be correct 

in every detail. 

With reference to applications received for advisory assistance, 
the Housing Authority of the City of Orange to date has success- 
fully relocated approximately seventeen families referred to them 
by this Department. Four families have purchased homes so far 
through the cooperation and assistance of the Citizens Advisory 


Committee and newspaper referrals. 


As noted previously, a total of eleven hundred and six tenant 
relocation letters were dispatched to affeoted parties. Of this 
approximately seven hundred and fifty-eight tenant relocation 


letters have been mailed to additional occupants whose properties 
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RELOCATION ADVISORY ASSISTANCE AND RELOCATION PAYMENTS, cont'd, 
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will be acquired and who presumably will become eligible upon the 


completion of negotiations either by agreement or condemnation, 


As further evidence of the scope of the Relocation Advisory Service 
and Relocation Payments Program, the Department has, during the 
month of May 1963, received approximately four hundred and five 
occupancy reports submitted by the District Offices which were 
investigated. These accupancy reports mvered three hundred and 
sixty=-three parcels containing the names and addresses of three 
hundred and sixty=three owners and six hundred and twenty-seven 


tenats. 


The reports were eee to agreement, condemnation or open 

case status, and as to date of tenant occupancy to determine 
eligibility with respect to relocation moving payments. Occupancy 
reports were coded as to district and all tenant names were posted 
in the log book in accordance with respective parcel number and 

so noted as to owner~-family, ower-business, tenant~family or tenant~ 


business, 


This checking, codification, and posting constitutes the necessary 
procedure preparatory to mailing the notification to the eligible 
occupants so they can return to the main office the required moving 


estimates upon the completion of case negotiations.

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PUBLIC HEARINGS 


In recent weeks it has become apparent that some local officials 
and private citizens have not accepted the purpose of the 
public hearings which the Department is required to conduct 
in order to obtain Federal Aid on highway improvements. In 
one instance the statement was made tht the hearings are 
"cuteand-dried" affairs, and that the Department arrives at 
its final determinations as to alignment and design prior to 
the hearing date. In other cases, there have been requests 
from newly-elected officials for the Department to conduct a 
second hearing, after prelininary plas hve already been 
revised on the basis of local desires evidenced at a hearing 


conducted in the normal manner, 


These hearings are held strictly in accord with Federal procedures, 
and they are a prerequisite to any recommendations by the Highway 
Department. Tho following statement by the Federal Highway 
Administrator sums up the purpose of the hearings: 

"Public hearings ara held after the State has developed preliminary 
plans in sufficient detail to permit discussion of the principal 
features of the proposed project. It is possible that some of 

the objections of the local people. » » resulted from a misunder= 
standing of the hearing procedures and purpose. The objective 

of these hearings is to provide an assured method whereby the 
State can furnish to the public, information concerning the State's 
Federal-aid highway construction proposals, and to afford inter- 


ested residents of the area an opportunity to be heard. At the 
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PUBLIC HEARINGS, cont'd. 


same time, the hearings afford the State an additional opportunity 
to receive information from local sources which would be of value 


to the State in making its final decision on location and design. 


"The hearings are not intended to be a popular referendum for the 
purpose of determining the fogation and various features of a 
proposed improvement by a majority vote of those present. They 

do not relieve the duly constituted officials of a State highway 
department of the necessity for making decisions in State high- 
way matters, for which they are charged with full responsibility. 
The public hearing procedure is designed to insure the opportunity 
for, or the availability of, a forum to provide factual information 
which is pertinent to the determination of the final location 
considered by the State to best serve the public interest, and 


on which improvement projects are proposed to be undertaken." 
CONCURRENT AUDIT 


The Highway Department billed the Federal Bureau of Public Roads 

for $8,585,543.97 for work on Federal Aid Highway projects during 
May. This represented the Federal Governments share of $10,612,0h1.82 
worth of work. An additional $2. million worth of work was accome 
plished during the month, of which approximately $1.4 million will 

be billable to the Federal Government at a future date. In view 


of certain recent statements in the public press, it is interesting

to note that the Highway Department paid out $7,165,927.92 for 


construction of roads and bridges during May, 
STATE AID 


A substantial increase in State Aid activity was observed during 
May. Bids on 107 State Aid projects were received, as compared 
with 91 in April. Ten county work programs were approved, bringing 
to 17 the number of 1963 programs which are now in approved status. 
Programs for Salem and Hudson Counties have not been received. As 
far as municipal aid is concerned, 1963 allotments were 36 projects 
in Burlington, Mercer and Passaic Counties were approved. Programs 
for use of formula funds were approved for 199 municipalities. 30 
State Aid improvements projects were completed by municipalities 


during the month. 
ELECTRICAL 


A total of 70 new traffic signals have been installed by the 
Department during the fiscal year so far, with an additional 

47 signals being revised, 9 being replaced and 29 under con- 
struction at the end of May. This teady growth in the number 

of traffic signals being installed and maintained on the State 
Highway System will, of course, slowly produce an inevitable 

rise in maintenance costs. The same situation is true of the 
illuminated signs, highway lighting systems, lane control systems, 
and warning installed by the Department. For example, we now 


have almost 3,000 State maintained lighting units, which involve

an annual electrical cost current as well as of the maintenance. 


CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS 


As of June 1, 1963, there were 58 construction projects under- 
way with an original value of approximately $1 million including 
the value of bridge jobs. Supervision of these projects required 


an inspection force of 25 State Highway employees.

PRIVATE INDUSTRY: STOCKHOLDER IN TRANSPORTATION

Greetings: 


According to the advance press notices of this evening's meeting, 
you gentlemen, “hope to learn something of the State's present 
and future plans for solving traffic problems on Route ) and 17.* 
As you are aware, the existing congestion on these two routes has 
been a matter of grave concern to us for some time. Each time your 
Chamber has persuaded new commercial developments to locate 
in this vicinity, you have added to the size and complexity of 
the problem. The Highway Department has been working steadily 

to improve both of these routes for a number of years and has 
several other projects in its long-range program, but I must 
tain you at the outset that any permanent solution will require 
the most complete understanding and cooperation of the businesses 
which have such a vital interest in these two arteries. Just 

as some of you have contributed to the problem, so must you 


assist us in solving it. 
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The last time I was here, about two and one-half months ago, 

I brought with me a schematic diagram of the traffic movements 
in the area of Route ); and Route 17 interchange. I will discuss 
this particular location in great detail later on, but first I 
would like to point out that, although this complex is number 
one with you, it is only one of many such problems we face 


throughout the State of New Jersey. 


The other day we received a tabulation from the U.8. Bureau 

of Public Roads of the motor vehicle registration throughout 
the Nation in 1962. This table showed that there were more 
than 2.5 million registered vehicles in New Jersey, an increase 


of 3% from the previous year. 


It is axiomatic, of course, that the more vehicles we have, the 
more traffic we have to serve. The main highways and local roads 
in New Jersey now carry approximately 30 billion vehicular miles 
a year. Our long-range forecasts show that this traffic load 
will be doubled in the next twenty years. Some of the roads in 
quiet, rural Sussex County will carry traffic volumes equal to 
the present load on Route in Englewood, or on Route U.S. 6 

in Fort Lee. The task of preparing for this stupendous traffic 


demand staggers the imagination] 


We recently completed computing the 1962 traffic volumes at 


strategic points on the State Highway System throughout New Jersey. | 
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Let's take a look at what happened in Paramus in the short 

space of two years. On Route k just east of the Route 17 
interchange, average daily traffic increased from 59,000 vehicles 
in 1960 to 69,600 vehicles in 1962 ~~ an increase of more than 
16%. Going east we see increases from 60,000 vehicles to 69,2703 
from 60,570 to 72,000; and from 58,900 to 65,390 at the Hackensack 
River. On Route 17 going north, traffic increased from 39,900 

a day to 59,200 ~~ an increase of almost 50%. The same almost 
incredible increase is true of traffic on Route 17 to the south 


of the interchange, where it increased from 22,800 to 5,200. 


There can be no doubt whatsoever that much of this tremendous 
rise in the traffic load is due to the location of thé large 

new shopping centers. Traffic on Route 17 has increased through- 
out the length of the highway, of course, but the greatest in- 
crease is inthe area of the interchange and north to the Garden 
State Parkway. Traffic on Route ); to th west of the interchange 
is now running about 59,000 vehicles a day, as you can see from 


the map, and there also has been substantial increases on Route 208. 


Turning to the interchange itself, again, the origin and des- 
tination study conducted by the Highway Department shows than an 
undue share of the capacity of this interchange is now being 
used by shopping center traffic, leaving too little capacity 

for through traffic. This is the major reason why this inter- 


change is so congested. For example, 63% of the traffic on 
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the ramp fn northbound Route 17 to westbound Route h involves 
the shopping centers. On the ramp from eastbound Route lh to 
northbound Route 17 the figure is 57%. On the ramp from west- 
bound Route to southbound Route 17 the figure is 53%. The 
ramp iron southbound Route 17 to eastbound Route lh is the only 
one of the "cloverleafs" on which the shopping center traffic 


does not take up more than half of the ramp capacity. 


What can be done about this situation? Ultimately we probably 
will have to reconstruct the interchange. This will be a very 
expensive and time consuming project. In the meantime we are 
still hoping for cooperative action by the shopping centers to 
provide for movement between them which will not ad 45 the 
interchange. load. We see no reason why this could not be 
accomplished by means of a vehicular overpass, and we feel it 


is their job to share this responsibility. 


In addition to our currently authorized series of overpasses on 
Route 17, we intend to provide additional capacity on this 
highway and also on Route ). Route 17 would be widened to three 
lanes in each direction all the way from Route ) north to the 
New York State Line. It will also be improved between Route 3 


in Rutherford and Route U.S. 46 in Hasbrouck Heights. 
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Route will: be widened to three lanes in each direction from 
the vicinity of the Bergen Mall west to Route 17, and let me 
emphasize, this will also be accomplished within the existing 
right of way. Here I would like to alert you to the total 
expenditures incurred by us on Route 17 and Route lh. We have 
built overpasses at 9 locations and otherwise improved Route 17 
at a cost of more than $11 million since 195). Expenses on 


Route during that period amounted to more than $) million. 


Now then, traffic conditions in the vicinity of Paramus are 
effected in some degree by anything we do elsewhere in the 
county, and indeed within the northern New Jersey metropolitan 


region. 


How do we stand on other highway improvements in Bergen? 
Interstate Routes 80 and 95 otherwise known as the Bergen-Passaic 
Expressway is, of course, the highway project in this County - 
one which has engaged a large share of our attention for the 
past six or seven years. I am very happy to be able to tell 

you tbat the final construction contracts between the George 
Washington Bridge and the City of Paterson will be awarded 

this summer. The Expressway will be opmed to traffic from the 
bridge to Route 17 in 15 months. It will be opened to traffic 
all the way to Paterson by the end of 196) (I might add, it gives 
me particular pleasure to be able to give you a time schedule which 


finally appears firm), 


ar 
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Construction costs alone on the Bergen section of this highway 
is approximately $9 million. The benefits to the people 

who use 4t will be enormous -- something on the order of $7 

in return for every dollar invested in it, and incidentally, 
this is the best reason for building our needed highways as 


fast as we cane 


While we are talking about money, you might be interested to 

know that in the past four years Bergen County has received 
slightly more than 10% of the 50-50 Federal aid money available 
for our primary and urban highways for all of the 21 counties. 
During the same period it received a little more than 5% of 

the funds which the Legislature made available for non-federal 
projects. Largely because we were concentrating on completion 

of the Expressway it received about 30% of all Interstate funds 
during that four-year period. Of course I realize that the selfish 
uninitiated will always say "you're not doing enough", My reply 
to such "experts"is: could they do any better with the tight 


purse strings that we have to adhere to? 


As all of you here are aware, I am sure, many difficulties are 
involved in the design and improvements of existing highways. 

I am certain you have read a great deal about some of these 
difficulties we have encountered with our plans for the over- 
passes on Route 17. In the past two weeks we have held hearings 


on overpasses at Hollywood Avenue and Prospect Avenue. One of 
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the things that both local residents and we are always concerned 
with, and rightly so, is the question of safety -- particularly 
with reference to school children. For example, one of the 
proposals we encountered at our hearing on the Hollywood Avenue 
overpass was that we should construct a pedestrian overpass at 
the point located in red on the chart. Much the same sort of 
suggestion was advanced at our hearing on the Prospect Avenue 
overpass. Now this is more or less a standard proposal at 
many locations and one which we consider very seriously. My 
own observation has been that in many instances we build these 
pedestrian crossings and then they are not used. Our prime 
concern is to make sure that a pedestrian overpass will be 


of. value and will be used. 


We are presently doing the engineering required for a public 
hearing on an overpass at Allendale Avenue and an overpass at 


Lake Street is being considered for a future program. 


Revision of the existing interchange between Route 17 and 


Route U.S. 46 will go under construction this summer. 


Of great importance to New York commuters is the completion 

of our new Route 3 Bridge across the Hackensack River which also 
will be accomplished this summer. We will immediately bean 
rehabilitation of the existing bridge together with other 


improvements on Route 3. In line with the desires of the 


te 
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municipalities involved, we are presently engaged in studies 
of extending Route 208 on up to Ringwood, and as originally 
planned, this will eventually be a dual highway. This in 

spite of political aspirants that may use the highway "short 


comings" as a soap box for their campaign, 


Aside from improvement of these existing highways, two other 
freeways will pass through Bergen County on new alignments ~~ 

a process which always poses problems, The Route 21 Freeway, 
now complete to Route 3 on the Passaic side of the river, should 
eventually cross into Bergen and hook up with Route 80. And 
Interstate Route 287 must be extended from the present con- 
struction near Montville to the New York State Line sors 


Suff e6rne 


I know that construction of Dies canent of Route 287 has long 
been awaited by Bergen County and I agree wholeheartedly with 
you that it will accomplish a great deal in opening up your 
northwestern areas. Inclusion of at least a part of this work 
in the 1963-6 construction program is being considered very 


seriously indeed. 


As far as highway transportation is concerned, I think you now 

have a pretty complete picture both as to what has been accomplished 
and what faces us in the future. And highways have been the 
dominant force in the growth of Bergen County. However, we 


must not forget the Highway Department's greatest ally in the 


ada 
movement of people and goods, the commuter railroads. 


Bergen is today, to all intents and purposes, a one-railroad 
County. The great bulk of commuters relying on rails use the 
Erie-Lackawanna. The five branches of this railroad now serve 
9,945 passengers in one direction daily, utilizing 59 stations. 
Ninety-five per cent of this traffic moves in the rush hour. 

It is interesting to note that traffic on the main line in the 
Bergen County branch alone dropped from 11,300 passengers in 
1948 to about 7,300 in 1961. During the same period, the 
population of Bergen County increased 30 per cent. This 
indicates that the transportation needs of all of the increased 
population are falling on our highways -- further evidence we 
must make every effort to support and maintain our essential rail 


Servicee 


It should be no secret to any of you that this railroad, in common 
with most others, is in serious financial difficulties due to 
high operating costs and lack of patronage both as to goods and 


people. 


However, the Highway Department's Division of Railroad Trans- 
portation has managed to keep essential service operating and 

even to improve the schedules to some extent. We have recently 
observed a leveling off in the downward trend of railroad patronage 


which may, in some degree, be due to our efforts.

Be that as it may, the Department's long-range plans include 
various modifications in service designed to reduce operating costs 
while at the same time keeping the essential service available. 
Some of our proposals have met with opposition in other areas 

from groups who insist that every train be kept running regardless 
of whether the patronage warrants it. To such a viewpoint we 

can only reply that the time is coming when the choice will 

have to be between consolidated and efficient service or no 
service at all. And this I wish to emphasize to those well 
intentioned souls “he continue to emphasize our weaknesses 

and their own, may I say "superior" knowledge without any interest 


on their part to produce beyond the conversational stage. 


It is easy enough to sit by with no responsibility of execution 
and say what ought to be done. We don't need more "experts" «=< 


what we need is money. 


In this area of mass transit, as in all of our transportation 
problems, the understanding support of all citizens and civic 
organizations such as you folks here tonight is vital. For 

that reason, purely local differences must be cast aside, so 

that we can work as a team for the continued growth and prosperity 


of our State. 


All of our experience in the job of providing for the safe, swift 


and convenient movement of people and goods has demonstrated 


oll 


that we operate best in an atmosphere of complete understanding 
and cooperation among all parties at interest. Certainly, the 
business community has a vital and continual interest in good 
transportation. For that reason, we know that you are on our 
side but we need more than tacit endorsements, we need your 
active support to help push our programs past the barriers of 
misunderstanding to the point where the benefits of future 
transportation improvements will become a reality enjoyed by 


all. 


It has been a distinct pleasure for my associates and me to 


be with you this evening to lay our program "on the barrel-head".

HIGHWAY ENGINEERING: ITS ROLE IN TRAFFIC SAFETY

Greetings: 


If you asked the average motorist to define our Highway Department's 
mission, he would probably say it is to build roads so that 

travelers can get from where they are to where they want to be 

as quickly and conveniently as possible. Though true, we have 
another job, one which is assuming ever greater importance as 

the tragic toll of highway deaths and injuries continues to mounts: 

we must design these roads as nearly "foolproof" as possible. To put 
it bluntly, we must make it as difficult as possible for anyone 


to kill or get killed, 


This is an engineering problem, and one which is rendered infinitely 
complex by the unpredictable idiocyncrasies of driver behavior 


and the ever-present possibilities of mechanical failure. 
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The size of the problem and the speed with which it is growing 
provides ample proof -- if any is needed -~ that here is an area 
which absolutely demands the best efforts of all of us. Just two 
years ago, traffic on our State Highway System amounted to 
11,000 vehicles per day per mile. Today the most recent figures 
available put that figure at an average of 12,25 vehicles per 


= 
day per mile on all our State highways. 


This growth, in a two-year period, is frightening. It foreshadows 
the future, and reminds us that we are in a race against the time, 
only twelve years away, when there will be 5.2 million vehicles 
registered in New Jersey and the annual travel in the State will 
amount to 41.25 billion vehicle miles. 


Perhaps the image of the State Highway Department's problem will 

grow a bit sharper when I tell you that hh per cent of this tremendous 
mileage will be recorded on the State Highway System, And yet, our 
State Highways presently amount to only about six per cent of the 
total road mileage in New Jersey! It will require every bit of 
engineering wizardry at our disposal to provide the facilities 

which can handle this immense volume of traffic safely. And it 

will take more than that. People must realize what we are 


trying to do for them, and why. They must understand clearly that 
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it is a basic responsibility of the Highway Department to provide 
for the safety of the travelers using its facilities, and that 
other considerations pale into insignificance by comparison 

with the vital necessity of preserving the life and limb of 


our most valuable resource -- our human beings. 


Our policy of constructing center barriers in an effort to eliminate 
fatalities through head-on collisions on heavily traveled four-lane 
highways is typical of the kind of safety engineering I mean. 
Whenever the center barrier is proposed in general terms, without 
regard to location, it wins widespread public support. But whenever 
a barrier is proposed on a particular highway, it often runs into 


violent opposition from those who fear it will damage them economically. 


Time after time we have had the experience of listening to the 
owners of commercial pataei cients along a major highway argue 

that construction of a center barrier will put them out of business, 
All of them want the barrier interrupted, either by a jughandle turn 
and traffic light or by a simple opening, so that they can "reap the 
harvest" of traffic in both directions. We view this attitude 

as short-sighted, to say the least.’ Not only have center barriers 
proven their value as "lifesavers", but our experience demonstrates 
Ris they also contribute to a better economic climate along the 


sides of a highway.

The theme of this conference today is the use of traffic accident 
facts to prevent injuries as well as fatalities. You might be 
interested, therefore, to learn that a study of two otherwise 
comparable highways showed that over a four-year period total 
accidents on the highway which lacked a center barrier increased 
more than three times as muchas on the highway which was equipped 


with one. 


The complexities of designing highway improvements in a State 

as urban as New Jersey are never ending, and we are continually 
embroiled in controversies of one kind or another. In order 

to prove our case each time, not only to the local interests 
involved but also to the Federal Bureau of Public Roads, we must 
rely on facts, not fancies. Accident statistics are an important 
segment of the factual material we must consider, and for this 
reason traffic and accident studies are moving more and more to 


the forefront of our highway research program. 


We are currently discussing a number of research projects with 

one of the foremost engineering institutes in the nation. Among 
these protents is a study, in greater depth than has been possible 
up to now, of the safety values of our center barrier design. 

This study will include examination into the behavior of motorists 
who use highways divided by these barriers. For example, is there 
an avoidance factor? Are motorists instinctively afraid to drive 
close to the barrier? Our own observations say otherwise, but we 


want documented proof.

The behavior of pedestrians is another thing altogether and, 

at times, quite bewildering. How often have you witnessed a 
pedestrian, in open defiance of the old story about the pitcher 
which vent to the well once too often, climbing over one of our 
barriers with no apparent regard for the traffic bearing down on 


him in both directions? 


Without delving too deeply into the problems of motorist and 
pedestrian behavior, since their solution depends more on education 
than on engineering, just let me point out that this business of 
the unpredictable human is the one factor which can upset all of 
our calculations. As has been said before, "we can make our roads 


foolproof, but we can't make them damfoolproof." 


We are doing our best, however, by incorporating every known safety 
feature into the design of our new highways, and by adding them to 
our existing routes every time we improve them. Many of these -~ 
the center barriers, the jughandles, the overpasses, the white lines 
on the outer edges of highways, the creeper lanes, the synchronized 
traffic signal systems and others -~- are well known to users of our 
highways. They have come to be recognized as standard designs, but 
I sometimes wonder if those who benefit from them realize the amount 


of research required between the idea and the reality.

Take the synchronized traffic signals on Route U.S. 1 between 
Trenton and-New Brunswick, for example, set up so that a motorist 
who drives at the proper speed can go all the way without hitting 

a red light. (I know it's possible because I've done it myself.) 

The engineer responsible for determining the mathematics of that 
system recently completed a report on the theory behind it. This re- 
port is 127 pages in length, of which two pages are text and the 


remainder are occupied by algebraic formulae. 


This same theory might make it possible for us to control traffic 
at an intersection so that neither stream of traffic would ever 
encounter a red light, thus eliminating the need for construction 


of a costly grade separation. 


Faster research into this and many other possibilities of providing 
for greater traffic safety through engineering is now possible with 
the aid of the electronic computers which have become available 

in recent years. Last month, for example, the engineer in charge 
of our computer section witnessed a demonstration during which a 
model traffic light system in Chicago was controlled by a computer 
physically located in Indiana. We have not reached the milleniun, 
when every vehicle will be electronically guided from its origin to 
its destination by the best path in the shortest time without 


possibility of accident, but we are moving forward. 


a 


At present, the safest type of highway built is the modern, high- 
speed freeway. There are many reasons for this. For one thing, 
virtually all of the traffic is moving in the same direction at 
approximately the same speed. This goes far to reduce the very real 
hazards which are present whenever vehicles moving at different 
speeds intermingle. Incidetally, there probably would be fewer free- 
way accidents if motorists would heed our advice and use the accel- 
eration lanes to pick up speed before entering the main traffic 
stream. Also, it is amazing how many drivers use a deceleration 
lane as if it were just another lane for through travel, instead 

of a safety feature built for the express purpose of avoiding 


accidents caused by vehicles slowing down in the main stream. 


For another thing, freeways with their overpasses, wide center 
islands or center barriers, ample shoulders, virtual elimination 
of parking and restrictions against pedestrians remove a number 
of worries which are generally present in the minds of motorists 
using other kinds of highways. And it has been demonstrated that 
this makes for safer, as well as more convenient travel. The 
motorist, his mind less troubled by the pressure of constantly 
watching the sides of the road for a car or pedestrian to pop out 


at him unexpectedly, is less likely to succumb to driver fatigue. 


There are many other safety factors to a freeway, as compared with 
the conventional land service highway such as Route 17, but I will 


not take up your time with the details. Experience is the best test, 


a Gon 


and experience proves that freeways ~~ particularly when built in 


segments of reasonable length ~~ are safer, 


Unfortunately, freeways are also more expensive. They cost 
approximately $6 million a mile in urban areas. That is one 

reason we have so few of them. But when you consider that the 
conservatively low figures used in our cost-benefit ratio studies 

place negative values of $250 on every accident, $850 on every injury, 
and $23,000 on every fatality, the added expense is more than justified. 
Actually, who can place a value on a broken body or a life un- 
necessarily thrown away? The figures I have just quoted, taken 

from insurance statistics, merely provide a basis for studying new 


roads in comparison with existing ones. 


So our engineering problem boils down to this: we must use our 
limited resources to the very best of our ability to provide for 

the safe movement of people and goods, now and in the future. And 
once we have provided the best engineering solution, we must rely on 
the common sense of the people, supported by good educational 


programs and proper law enforcement, to help make it work. 


We in the free world are confronted with many desperate perils. The 
struggle to maintain freedom never ends -- the hotly contested 
exploration of space is only one phase of it. But we might ask our- 
selves: what will it avail us to win the race to space and lose the 
battle to free our highways of the spectre of needless tragedy? This 
war against death, which extends into every City and hamlet of our 


nation, is the most urgent challenge of our time.

The raised steel work will be placed on new prefabricated steel pedestals 
built up on the existing piers. The height of the pedestals varies from 10 


to 17 feet depending upon locations in the bridge. 


Because of the raising cf the roadway profile, one new 60 foot span will be 
constructed at each end of the bridge. This will maintain a maximum grade of 


34% for vehicular traffic. 


Demolition of the existing bascule span will involve the removal of about 500 


tons of steel and 400 cubic yards of counter weight concrete in each leaf. 


The new 185 foot long welded truss span will probably be preassembled off 
the site, floated into position on barges and erected to a fixed position on 


the pierse 


The bridge deck will be of reinforced concrete and will eventually carry 


lanes of eastbound traffic. 


During construction all Route 3 traffic will be diverted to the recently com- 
pleted fixed span bridge located north of the draw bridge. Two lanes of 
traffic will be provided in each direction eastbound anc westbound plus an 
added reversible lane controlled by overhead traffic signals. The detour 
condition will continue for about one year while the draw bridge is re-built. 
Eventually the new bridge will carry lanes of westbound traffic.

Trenton, May 16 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced it 
will receive bids June 6 on a project for the reconstruction of a short section 
of Route 35 immediately south of the Cheesequake Creek Bridge at Morgan, a 


locality in Madison Township, Middlesex County. 


Gradual settlement of the existing roadway over a distance of about one 
quarter mile has resulted in flooding of the area at normal high tide and a 
complete halting of traffic at abnormal high tide. The proposed project will 
eliminate the hazard to motorists as well as the expense of cleaning up the 


area after flooding subsides. 


After construction, traffic movement will remain as it is presently. Three 


lanes of traffic will be carried on each of the main roadways, northbound and 
southbound, separated by a grass median dividere A service road adjacent to 


the northbound side of the route will be rebuilt. 


The present main roadways, which now consist of an 8 inch thickness of subbase 
and a 9 inch thickness of reinforced concrete pavement, will have the new road- 


ways built on top of them to a height sufficient to eliminate the flooding

Trenton, May 16 = The New Jersey State Highway Department today invited road 
building firms to submit bids June 6 on correction of an erosion problem which 
started more than 170 million years ago near what is now Route 5 in Edgewater, 


Bergen County. 


This erosion, according to a Department spokesman, has now reached the point 
where rocks create a definite hazard by breaking off the cliff which borders 


Route 5 and bouncing from the curb area onto the highway. 


To eliminate the danger, Highway Department engineers have developed a plan 
for stripping all loose rock from the face of the cliff until a solid base is 
reached, and forcing a concrete mixture into any remaining cracks to prevent 


future attacks by the weather. 


Anticipating that small rock fragments will still break off after the work is 
done, the engineers have designed a concrete wall 5.5 feet high which will 
follow the curb line along the present rockfall area. The entrapment wall 


will prevent falling fragments from rolling onto the highway. 


The work site extends from the junction of RKoute 5 and Undercliff Avenue, near 


Edgewood Avenue, 700 feet south along the ascending highway.

Because the stripping operation would be highly dangerous to passing traffic, 
the Department will close this portion of the highway and reroute motorists 
north on Anderson Avenue to Main Street in Fort Lee, then east to River Road. 


The detour will be in effect for about 15 weeks. 


Preliminary studies made by Highway soils and foundation engineers revealed 
that the cliff is part of the Palisades Sill, which was formed more than 170 
million years ago when molten volcanic rock was forced under tremendous pres- 


sure between sandwich-like layers of sedimentary rocke 


During the subsequent cooling period each mineral in the liquid rock began to 


crystallize from the mixture when its critical temperature was reached. 


One engineer said that motorists driving along Route 5 can, by looking up the 
cliff, see a narrow band of rock which is different from the adjacent layers 
of harder rock. This band, he explained, is Olivene, and was one of the first 


minerals to crystallize as the molten rock coolede 


The engineers listed the minerals in the narrow band as Feldspar, which has 
changed mainly to clay; Augite, an iron bearing mineral, and Enstatite, which 


contains magnesium, and Olivene a relatively soft, green-colored mineral. 


The Olivene crystals, being lighter than the molten mass in which they were 
formed, floated upwards until they reached a barrier formed by the cooler 


rock mass above it.

"At this point," the engineer said, "the olivene crystals began to accumulate, 
and built up the layer which is presently exposed as soft and weathered rocke 
Other minerals in the mixture began to crystallize when their critical tem- 
peratures were reached, and the mixture increased in viscosity. As each 
mineral formed in more rapid succession, repetition of the conditions which 


yielded the Olivene belt was blocked. 


To prevent further wearing away of the band, which would leave the rock layer 
above unsupported, the Department plans to cut the soft rock back between the 
adjacent layers and seal the entire band with reinforced concrete, anchored 


to the face of the cliff, 


A schedule of 120 working days has been set for the State-financed projecte

Trenton, May 16 - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced it 
will receive bids June 6 for the dualization of Route 69 and U.S. 202 in 


Raritan Township and Flemington Borough, Hunterdon County. 


The proposed 2.1 mile project, which stretches from the vicinity of Copper 
Hill to the Flemington Traffic Circle is part of an over-all plan to improve 
the two routes in the area where they run concurrently between Ringoes, in 


East Amwell Township, and the Flemington Traffic Circles 


The existing roadway, which consists of an 8 inch thick reinforced concrete 
pavement, will be widened and resurfaced except for a distance of about 2000 
feet in the vicinity of Copper Hill where the highway will be realigned and 


completely new dualized roadways will be built. 


A new roadway will be built adjacent to the improved old roadway. The new 
roadway will consist of subbase 18 inches thick and a 7 inch thickness of 
macadam base course. The entire surface of the dualized highway will be 


bituminous concrete 3 inches thick. 


At present the highway carries one lane of traffic in each direction, north- 
bound and southbound. Following the proposed improvement work, two lanes of 
traffic will be carried in each direction on roadways separated by white concrete

Twelve foot wide bituminous concrete shoulders will border the roadways. Grass 
berms will border the shoulders except in the portion between Reaville Avenue 
and Flemington Circle where the shoulders will have white concrete vertical

Structures will include three bridges to carry the highway over three branches 


of the Neshanic River. 


A pair of jug handles will be built about 800 feet north of the Third Neshanic 
River providing turnaround facilities for motorists. Part of the jug handle 
from the southbound roadway of the new highway will be built on the old align- 
ment of the route. The nearly 2000 feet of the old route alignment will remain 


in use to provide access to properties in the area. 


A pair of turnaround jug handles will be built about 500 feet north of the 


Second Neshanic River to serve as an intermediate U-turn facility. 


Southbound traffic on South Main Street will connect directly to the southbound 
lanes of the new roadway. A pair of jug handles will be built just north of 
this intersection permitting traffic from both the northbound and southbound 
roadways of Route 69 and U.S. 202 to reach South Main Street as well as to 


turn around, 


A jug handle to be built on the southbound side of the highway at the Raritan 
Avenue intersection will enable traffic from the southbound roadway to reach 
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westbound Raritan Avenue or to turnaround to the northbound lanes of the highway 


from this same intersection. 


About 300 feet further north of Raritan Avenue, a jug handle will be built at 
the Reaville Avenue intersection which will enable traffic from the northbound 
roadway of Route 69 and U.S. 202 to reach eastbound and westbeund Reaville 


Avenue as well as to turnaround to the southbound lanes of the new highway. 


Acceleration lanes will be provided where local roads enter the highway. De- 


celeration lanes will be provided at entrances to jug handles. 


Jug handles and local road imrpovements at the intersections will consist of a 
12 inch thick subbase, a 7 inch thick macadam base course and a 3 inch thick 


bituminous concrete surface, bordered by white concrete vertical curb. 


Costs of the project, which will take about 130 working days to complete, will 
be shared by the Federal Government and New Jersey. All bids will be reviewed 


before a contract is awarded. 
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
